Text of Peace Agreement 


The .text of the conference agreement 


follows: 


Section 1. That Iho state of war de- 


clared to exist between the Imperial 
German government and the United 
States of America by-the joint resolu- 
tion of congress approved April 6, 1917, 
is hereby declared at an end. 


Section 2. That 
In 
making this 


declaration, and as a part of it, there 
are expressly reserved to the United 
States of America and Us Nationals 
any and all rights, privileges. Indemni- 
ties, reparations, or advantages, to- 
gether with the right to enforce tlio 
same, to which It'or they have become 
entitled under the terms of the armis- 
tice signed N'ov. 11. 191S. or any ex- 
tensions or modifications thereof; or 
which wero acquired by or are In the 
possession 
of the United States o£ 


America by reason of Ita participa- 
tion in the war or to which its Na- 
tionals have thereby become rightfully 
entitled: or wlilch under the Treaty 
of Versailles have been stipulated for 
its or their benefit; or to which it is 
entitled as one of the principal Allied 
and Associated Powers; or to which 
It IK entitled by virtue of an act or acts 
of congress or otherwise.

Touring Car Struck With Ter- 


rific Force By Freight Train 


at Sudbury 


NORTH SUDBURT. June. 23—Four 


Maynard residents were killed, 
two 


were injured, and two others 
escaped 


injury by jumping, when the big tour- 
Ing car In which they were rldtng was 
struck with terrific force by a freight 
train on tho grade crossing- over the 
main road from Sudbury to Maynard 
last night. 


The crash, when the automobile and 


train camo together, could bo heard 
for a mile, and those within several 
hundred yards were startled by the 
cries of-the injured. 
The automobile 


was picked up by the pilot of the loco- 
motive and carried for a distance of a 
Quarter of a mile hefore the train 
could be stopped. Tho passengers of 
the automobile were thrown beneath 
the wheels of the train or into the 
lots on the side of the track. 
Farts 


of their car were broken off as it was 
dragged along the track, and when 
the train stopped little of it was left 
but a tangled mass of wreckage. 


The dead were terribly mangled. The 


injured, who were thrown clear, were 
taken

the Framingham hospital. 


The dead were John Stensplesky, 25, 
of End bury street, -Maynard; 
Adam 


\Yasuik. 3S, of River street, Maynard; 
John J.ubin. 32, of 30 Acton street, 
Maynard, and Joo I/onovich, 20, of 
Main street, Maynard. The Injured arc 
Joe Mizinvoich, a, poolroom, proprietor 
nf Maynard, and John 'Zcziuski, also 
of Maynard. 
Those who escaped by 


jumping are, Fred Brown, driver of 
the car/and 'Stanley Sienklewicz, both 
of Maynard. 


Brown, who was badly shaken phy- 


sically and mentally by the tragedy, 
told the police that he was driving 
with his passengers and did not see 
the train until he was within 15 feet 
of It- 
On the front seat of the car 


with him WAS Sienkicvicz* They were 
the only ones in the car who saw the 
train In tirno to jump. 
Both did so. 


In FpUe of the fact that Brown jam- 
med his brakes on as soon as the loco- 
motive loomed up in front of him, he 
was unable to hrlng the car to a stop. 


As he and SienkiewEcz jumped, they 


heard the crash as the train smashed 
down upon Ihe car and passengers and 
saw the car picked up and hurtled 
away down the track on the pilot of 
thr locomotive. 


Engineer C. T. Ha vis was running 


the train. 
He jammed On his brakes 


when he ?aw the car in front of his 
locomotive, hat ^o preat was the mo- 
mentum of tlie train that he was un- 
able to prevent tho tragedy. Conduc- 
tor Will Blanc-belt was In charge of 
the train. As soon as it was brought 
to a ?tor« the crew rushed to lh<* aid 
of the- injured and hegan to untangle 
the- wreckage.
